Famous Geologist Dead 


Sir Edgeworth David Blew Up Mes- 
sines Ridge In 1917 

Sir Edgeworth David, the famous 
geologist, the first man to reach the 
south magnetic pole, died in Sydney 
(Australia), aged 76. He was born 
in Wales. Sir Edgeworth was scien- 
tific officer with the Shackleton ex- 
pedition in 1907-9. In 1915, although 
57, he went to France on active ser- 
vice as a sapper. He rose rapidly to 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel, becom- 
ing geologist to the British Armies 
on the Western Front. He it was 
who planned the blowing up of Mes- 
sines Ridge on June 7, 1917, thus 
preparing the way for the British 
advance. He made millions for Aus- 
tralia through his discovery of min- 
erals.

On the list of 
the leading forty industries in 1932, 
the latest year for which complete 
figures are available, it stood first in 
order of value of materials used and 
third in order of gross value of out- 
put. 


SANDWICH LOAF ~ 


Remove the crust from a loaf of 
sandwich bread and slice it length- 
wise into four equal sized slices. But- 
ter each of these. Lay the first flat on 
a tray and spread with a filling made 
with minced meat or fish and may- 
Oonnaise. Cover with the second slice 
and add a layer of cheese filling. 

Add the third slice and a fruit and 
nut or a vegetable filling. On top lay 
the fourth slice, butter side down. 
Press these gently together; wrap in a 
damp cloth and set away in a cold 
place until well chilled. -Slice with 4 
very sharp knife. You may have but 
three slices if you wish and vary the 
fillings by using any of your favorite 
sandwich spreads. 

Have you learned the mystery of 
using new flavors, such.as bay leaf? 
You can buy bay leaves at the grocery. 
Drop one into your next soup, or 
chicken stew. Put one into the can- 
ned tomatoes which you use for gela- 
tin salad. Let one savor your boiled 
dinner. A little goes a long way; do 
not us too much bay leaf, and do not 
use it too frequently. Just a little cnco 
in a while. 


THE LIVESTOCK SITUATION 


Live stock generally is facing the 
winter season in fairly god condition 
In order to avoid: the necessity for 
shipping in feed for cattle to the dry 
areas, the provincial government is 
removing surplus cattle of the poorer 
type from these areas and disposing of 
them, the pcorest of them going to 
packers, and the balance to farmers 
aither for feeding or breeding pur- 
poses. 

While the market prices ror cattle 
have net yet improved to any great 
extent, there is indication of some- 
what better conditions. Movement of 
Alberts beef cattle to the British mar- 
ket has continued to about the same 
extent last year. Some 3,000 head 
were finisehd on feed lots in the cen- 
tral part of the province during the 
season under the farmer-rancher feed- 
ing contract system. Feeding plans for 
the coming wintgr season are not. yet. 
complete. 

There has been a fairly good ds- 
mand for horses, at increased prices. 
An enquiry recently received through 
Ottawa for a supply of horses for 
China is receiving attention, with 
probability that. a number will be sup- 
plied to this market. 3 

The hog industry is in a very sat- 
isfactory state, with good prices main-
